Aggreat battle bas taken place near Richmond: 
ing @ tremendons tbunder-storm on Satur- 
y, abont 1 o'clock in the afternoon, the enemy 
do a bold effort with greatly mperior noum- 
era to tnm the right flank of tho Union army, 
hich was on the Richmond side of the Chick- 
jominy, not far from the river, Gon. Casey's 
vision, forming the first line of onr advance, re- 
eived the attack, and, in the worde of tho dispatch, 
“gave way unaccountably and disunitedly,” ‘This 
ated confusion, of course, and the gans and 
agguye woro lost. At this jnnctnre General 


Kearney and General Heintzelmon brought ap 
their divisions, when a furions battle raged, with no 


farther advantage to us than holding the enemy in 
check. Assoon as postible, the divisions of Gen. 
Bedgwick end Gen, Richardson wore paseed over the 
river, and drove the enemy back with the bayonet, 
literally covering the ground with hie dead. Thus 
“ended tho work of Saturday, On Sunday morning 
| the enomy undertook the matter ugain, but were 
| everywhere repaleed.

We have bad n desperate battle, in which the 
corps of Generuls Sumner, Heintzelnan and Keyes 
have been engaged against greatly superior nam- 
bers. 

Besterday, at I, the enomy, taking advuntogo of a 
torrible etorm, which bad flooded the valley of the 
Chickabominy, attacked our troops on the right 
flank. Gen, Cazoy's divieion, which was in tho firat. 
Hine, gave way unacconntably and  dieunitedly. 
Thio canted a temporary confasion, during which 
the gune.and baggage wore Jost, but Gena. Heintzel- 
man und Kearney most gallantly brought up their 
troops, which chocked the enemy. 

At the same timo, howeyer, wo sucecoded by great 
exertion in bringing across Gene, Sedgwick's and 
Bichardeon’s divisions, who drove back the enemy 
at the point of the bayonet, covering the ground with 
his dead. 

‘This morning the enemy attempted to renew the 
conflict, but was everywhere repuleed. 

We have taken many prisonere, among whom are 
Gon. Pettigrew and Col. Long. 

Our losa is Leavy, but that of the enemy must bo 
‘snormont. 

With the exception of Gen. Casoy's division,

Not ranning, nor terrified—only unwilling to 
stay—this crowd etraggled partly in the road, mostly 
in the woods, back, back, to the line of the rifle- 
pits Couch had made a week ago. On tho way 
Hooker's Brigado waa met, und met with tho hur 
rahs of applanso due to brave men. 

Darkness left Sedgwick on tho railroad, master of 
the ground occupied in the afternoon by the Rebel 
forces, and from which ho had gallantly driven them. 
Onr extreme right is now boyond tho udvunco of 
yesterday. Wo aro probably bohind the morning 
position of onr canter three-quarters of a mile, and a 
fall mile behind our morning's position on tho left. 
Tho loss of property and material ia awfal, ombrac- 
ing eight guns and the contents of at lest four 
camps, The loss in killed, wounded, and miesing ia 
more awful. 

Among tho dead is Carey's Commander of Artil- 
Jory, Col. Bailoy, and Col. Howell of the 85th Bfich- 
igan, The wounded includo Gone, Weescls, Dovens, 
Cols, Campbell, Champlin, Briggs, Morris and a 
large number of Captains and minor officers. Up to 
9 o'clock in the evening, 100 wounded, operated on, 
had been eent off by rail to West Point or the near- 
eat landing. "Tia buta tithe of the whole. Tho eur

Heintzelman’s horse was shot, as was Peck's and 
Jamieson’s; Keyoa wea wounded, and numerous 
staff officers were dismounted. 

It is now 2 o'clock! in tho morning, and MoClolan 
is here, and the best troopa in the army aro within 
his ebort reach, and the eun will eet to-morrow upon 
8 great Union victory, or upon tho bloodiest defeat 
(hut Rebellion ever gave to Constitutional Govern.

Not a wruthful reply was 
made, The bursting of the Rebel. shells over head, 
the screaming of their solid long sot, and the cutting 
off of the treetops, made tho placo and the timo 
totally unsuited for repartee or discussion. The 62d 
opened its laughing ranks, and the gory-colored, but 
unbloody, passed through and passed on. 


About 4 o'clock, Conch and Peck came fromthe 
left, and passed through the line of fire and went at 
right angles over to the railroad, to repel @ move- 
ment in @ similar direction made by the Rebels away 
beyond the econe of Casey's dizappearance. The 
conflict they enstained in the woods was bloody and 
unequal. Pock’s horse was shot through the neck, 
shot again in the flank, and oon had both his bind 
legs cut off by a cannon ball. Re-enforcements were 
called for, and Heintzelman intercepted a regiment 
moving to the front, and ordered it over to tho rail- 
road, He subsequently ordered Birney’s Brigudo 
to march right up the track and save the fight. 
‘The brigade did not get into sction, and Birncy is 
under arrest. McClellan, before this, at bis head- 
quarters, twelvo miles off, roused by the cannonade 
and by the telegraph, got ont of bis sick bed ond 
puta portion of Sumor’s Corps into motion up the 
railroad. Kearnoy, too, had come up the Williams- 
burg road, and Jamiceon had gono. eagerly forward 
into the hell of shell and shot and emoke, as did 
Berry at the bead of his Michigan men, A ball tore 
off his hat, and his manly fight wes fought bare- 
headed, The line of battle at this time was nearly 
a mile wide, aud almost wholly in the woods, The 
enemy, in overwhelming nombers, bad forced 
us back at lenst a mile, and wero piling np troops on 
our right toward the railroad. The firing at this 
point ut about 5 o'clock wasa marvel tome, It ia 
claimed that that at Williamsburg was heavier twic 
or thrice daring the day, but that is not my judg- 
ment. I cau compare this to‘nothing but the roar of 
Niagara. It had no spaces—no cracks, It was 
solid, continuous, deafening. Over it the incessant 
burating of ehells and screaming of solid conical ehot 
ibbed the racket with great seams of noise, which 
compelled men touching ench other in opposite end- 
des to chout when they talked. ‘The straggling eet

FEOM GEN. HALLECHK’S ARMY. 


Evacuation of Oorinth. 

Another stronghold of the Rebels has fallen— 

Corinth is re-annoxed to the Union, and Beaure- 

gani’s army is flying down the Mobile Railroad in 

anxioua search for thut “last diteb” On Fri- 

day last we had tho news that onr army, 

in three etrong columns, under Buell, Thomas, aud 
Popo, had tested the onemy’s strongth and spirit by 

a direct move upon their works. The Rebela fonght 

smartly at the firet, and Gen, Pope's column lost 25 
in killed and woundod—the enemy 30 dead and eome 
prisoners. Our army steadily drove the Rebels back 
within gunshot of their intronchments, when night 
camo on and Gon. Buell halted. This was 
on Wednesday. It was expected that the 
enemy would, early on Thursday morning, open in 

full fire upon our men and fight tho great battle for 
which they haye been eo long preparing. They did 

not, and 60 Gen. Popa sent hia complimenta in the 
shape of shot and shell at one of their beavy bat- 
teries. An hour of this ehelling satisfied the Rebels; 

they struck their flag, drew off their gans, and 
our men took possession of the work. No further 
important wovementa were made on Thursday, Gen. 
Halleck contenting himeelf with strengthening bis 
position; Gen, Shorman put a Leavy buttery within 
a thousand yards of their works, On Friday morn 
ing all was ready for the decisiye struggle, when it 
wee discovered thut under the favoring coyer of 
night the entire Rebel army bad run away, and 
it was yery eon ascertained that they were 
flying couthward along the Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
road, Of course, our folks bad nothing to do but 
walk in and repossess Corinth. They did ¢0, and 
the morning sun greeted the Stars and Stripes 
waving proudly from the Court-Honse, General 
Halleck conveyed all this gratifying intelligence in 
official dispatches to the War Department. Fur- 
ther dispatches, dated Friday, etate that the enemy's 
works were very strong, Before leaving, the

Upon being inter- 
rogated, they mndo the startling statement that the 
rear guard of the enemy bad commenced marching 
oat of Corinth in a southerly direction, and that 
thero was not now a Confederate coldier in the town. 
Offering to answer with their lives for the correct- 
ness of what thoy asserted, they obtained credence, 
and their intellixeuce at once communicated to bead- 
quarters. At abont the same time ceveral explo 
sous Were heard in rapid succession, which the de- 
rortera professed to believe to bo cated by ammuani- 
tion stared in storehouses fired by the Rebels before 
they retreated the place.

black man who choses to remain. Above all, 
we protest, in tho very beginning, against tho 
right of tho Goverument to use the slightest 
coercion, or to make a cousent to be colonized 


a condition precedent of emancipation. If 
you oblige a man to live where he doos 
not wich to live, you might os well 


force him to work when he does not wish to 
work, and so eubstantially go back to the 
outworn patriarchal system now, to the delight 
of all sonsible persons, exploding in every di- 
rection, and going out with a stench of gun- 
powder, Enforced omigration is about the 
most cruel and wicked thing of which we read 
in the world’s chronicles, Hogsheads of teara 
have been shed over tho sufferings of the

fonddy 53,000, but is 
cereful not to stato the number of his own.

Ho says he captured in the frst day's fight 
“nearly all" our field artillery, but is careful 
not to say how many of theee guna ho carried 
off ‘the field when he loft it next day, The 
fact is, he did not got back to Corinth with 
any more guna than bo took into the battle, if 
eo many. Had he brought away any guns, be 
would have said so. 

Ho bonate that somo of his men swapped mus- 
keta on the battlo-field with our killed, wound- 
ed, and captured, to good adyantage, which is 
doubtless true; ho says they destroyed or se- 
riously injured many of our tents, &e., which 
were in their possession throughout the night 
of the Gth—which is alao probably true—but it 
is evident that he got nothing of thiv sort away 
from the battle-field. 

Ho slurs over the fact thab/our men were 

utterly ‘surprised the firet morning, many of 
thom in their tents, aud at loast one regiment with- 
out cartridges. His foreo engaged during that 
fotal morning must have outnumbered oure ot 
least two to onc, They fought with every pos- 
sible advantage, yet were obliged to desist at 
nightfall, after fourteen houre’ fighting, with- 
out having achieved their purpose—that of 
driyiug Gen. Grant's army into the Tennessee, 
or compelling it to surronder, 
The second day—Gen. Buell baving meau- 
time como up—the Rebels were overmatched, 
and, after having bad their stomach-full. of 
fighting, obliged to retreat, after baving brought 
up all their forces, and done their very utmost. 
But, as Beauregard is good at the spread-eagle, 
let us quote his preciso words on this point: 


Again and again our troops woro brought to the charge, {- 


the foe. But hour by hoor thus opposed to an enemy con 
stantly re-enforced, our ranke were perceptibly thinned under 
the unceating, withering fire of the enemy, and by 12 meridian 
elghteen hours of hard Gghtlog had sensibly exbauated o large 
number, my lest reserves bad neceuarily beon disposed of, 
and tho enemy was evidently recelying freab re-enforcementa 
after each repulse ; nccordingly, about 1 p. m., I determinod to 
withdraw from 10 unoqual a confilct, securing such of tho 
sulte of the viclory of the day before as was then practicabl 


Fipally, he admits a total loss in this con- 
test of 10,699 men, which ia probably about a 
fifth of his entire force, and is fully thrice tho 
loss he admitted at Manassas, We believe he 


is not to be measured by mere numbers. 
Gen. Albert Sydney Johnston, the able Com- 
mander-in-Chief, who planned and directed the 
attack, and who was not killed till after eight 
hours’ successful fighting, was an immense loss 
to the Rebel cause, while one other General 
killed and five wounded on their side to barely 
one mortally wounded ond one captured on 
ours, attests the severity of the Rebel losscs. 

—We aro not claiming thot this conflict 
resulted in a signal Union victory. True, the 
Rebels attacked ond were beaten off the 
ground, while the loasea on either side were 
great, and perhaps numerically greater on ours. 
But the Rebels chose their own time and mod 
they attacked in superior force, and for a time 
hod immensely the odvantago; but in the ond 
thoy failed.

The Battle at Winchester—List of Killed, 


Wounded, and 4 ngs 


Further details of the retreat of Gen. Bavke and 


the engagement at Winchester show that the Union 
forces consisted only of ecyen infantry regimente, 8 
few equadrons of cavalry, and an imperfect supply 
of artillery. The particulare of the eurprise of Col. 
Kenly and his Maryland regiment at Front Royal 
have already been given. We have today farther 
{utelligence concerning the conflict at Winchester, in 
which the whole of Gen. Bankes available troops 
were epgaged, 

At tho time of the attack on Front Royal, Col. 
Donnelly's Brigade, consisting of the 46th Penney]. 
vania, the 28th New-York, aud the Sth Counscticat 
Regiment, was stationed eix miles south-west of 
Strasburg. Upon learning the news of our disaster, 
orders were iesned to fall back to Winchester. 

Early on Saturday morning this brigade reached 
Strasburg, where it was joived by that of Gen. Gor 
don, commanding the 2d Massachusetts, 29th Penn- 
sylvania, 27th Indiana, and dd Wisconsin Regimente, 
Aaj.-Gon. Williams directed the two brigedes; the en- 
tire command boing under Gen. Banke, who assumed 
contro] at Strasburg. On reaching a point six miles 
north of Streaburg, the colomn wan intercepted by a 
force of Rebel cavalry, which buret upon it from 
woods ut the side of the rond. The 4th Pennsylva- 
nia, which’ was im advance, at once charged upon 
the enemy, and drove him obead for four. miles, 
after which he took to the woods again and disop- 
peared, leaving two killed and one wounded. From 
that timo until Winchester was reacbed there was 
no interference, 

Saturday night, Donnelly's brigade bivonacked on 
tho Front Royal road, while Gordon's held the Stras- 
burg road, a little outside the town. The Rebels 
were hot in parsnit, and their ekirmisbers came up 
soon after our troops. There were conteste between 
tho pickets ull might. On Sunday moraing the posi- 
tion of our troops was taken aa indicated in tho ac- 
companying mnp, [this map will be found on onr 
eighth pege—Ecd.} Gordon holding the right and Don- 
nelly the left. The Rebels attacked at 4} o'clock. 
Onr signal officers counted 23 infantry regiments of 
tho enemy, to which wo could only oppose seven. 
Tho first desperate struggle was betweon a North 
Carolina regiment and the 46th Pennsylvania, the 
latter being eurprieed by the Rebels, who were how- 
everdriven back with great impetuosity. The ontiro 
left wing hold its own, aguinst overwhelming odds, 
until theright wing was forced to give way. A 
bayonet charge was mado by more than twice 
our entire numbers upon Gordon's brigade. Three 
of its regiments stood firm, but tho 27th Indiana 
broke and ram, efter which our Rank was exposed. 
Onr artillery aleo retreated in great haste, whether 
by order or not, doea not yet appear. Gen. Banks 
waz, in fact, nearly eurrounded. Stuart's Rebel cay- 
alry had charged throngh Winchester, in the rear of 
our force, and bad roused the inbabitents to tuke part 
against us. After fighting four hours, Gen. Bunks 
gaye, at Sj, the word to retreat. In passing through 
Winchestor, our men wore fired upon by the popu- 
Ince from almost every house.

‘They then, about 3 o'clock on Sunday after- 
noon, halted, while Gen. Banks pusbed onward, 
reaching the banks of the Potomes by nightfall. In" 
the morning, they crossed in ferry-boats to Williams.

The entire retreat, of 65 miles, was performed in 


two days, inclnding the time occupied in battling 
the enemy. During al! those hours our men were 
unprovided with rations, tho commirsary atores 
baving been destroyed sonth of Strasburg. Their 
ouly subsistence wus qvlat they could gatbor at 
hazard by tho way. ke lieroiam of the action bas 
not been surpassed during this war, Mush was due 
tothe reeolute and undaunted spirit of tho officers, 
Gen. Banks was perpetually in the thickest of the 
eugagement. During the retreat he was always at 
the rear, and he was of tho last party to cross the 
Potomac into Maryland. Incidents of individual 
heroism are recounted of every regiment—almost of 
every company engaged. The circumstances of the 
battles fought were peculiarly perilous. The 
smallness of Gen. Banks's command prevented the 
pozsibility of holding 4 forco in reserve, Every 
regiment wes actually engaged, and there is no 
record of any flinching, except in the case of the 
27th Indiana aud a purtof the cavalry engaged. 


‘The condnct of Gen. Banks's body-guard, the Zou- 


uyes d'Afrique, a little company of some 70 mon, 
under Capt. Collis, wea unequeled for bravery. 
They were eeparated from the rest of the army from 
tho moment of leaving Strasbarg, and they fought 
their way free, losing only threo killed and one| pt 
wounded. They bad been loft at Strasburg on Sat- 


urday to destroy the bridges in case of necessity; but 
lato in the afternoon, hearing heavy cavnonading in 
advance, Capt. Collis abandoned the ideo of burning 


the bridges, leat our own troops should have to re-| 


tire, and pushed on toward Winchester. At Middle- 


town, six miles north of Strasburg, they were at- 
tacked by threo entire regiments, with cavalry. 
‘They sheltered themselves behind a atone wall, and 
held the Rebels ut bay for eomo time, ‘until thoy 
were flanked on both sides, and compolled to retreat 
tho way they hud come, which they did in perfect 
order, four abreust, double-quick, without the alight 
eat show of alarm or panic.

At 2 o'clock 
Dr. Blake appeared with orders from headquarters 
to see ussufely through.” At3 wo were seated in 
a strong four-horse ambulance, making our way 
through baggage wogons and vehicles of every 
description. Wo wero told it was more likely 
that we would see Richmond than Winchester, and 
such was our expectation, Our bores were driven 
ag fast as possible in the midst of cavalry, wagons, 
and ropning men, until wo reached the frout. At & 
o'clock we arrived at Winchester. After breakfast, 
another drive, and at Martinsburg at 3 p.m. We 
slopt eight in a room at the United States Hotel. At 
5 next morning I was ont to got information, and 
distinctly beard the firing of canyon at Winchester. 
About 9 o'clock thore wos a rash of cavalry, 
wagons, all sorta of vebicles containing entire 
families, household goods, men women, and 
children of all comploxions, especially the 
darker, running in every direction, We were con- 
sulting at the hotel who should go onto Hagerstown, 
when the landlady approached mo avd said, 
“Madam, do you go, and take your daughter with 
you, or you'll bo shot down. I know by your fuces 
that you are Abolitioniste, and you shall not tay 
here." I stood unmoved, and suswered that wo 
Would take care of owrselyes, Our party filled’ two 
ainbulances, We reached Williamsport, and thence 
drove on to Hagerstown, whore we took tea and 
expected to pags tho night. Soon beard w great noise 
inthe street; the hotel was throateued with do- 
etraction by fire, Decided that a night in the atn- 
bulance was preferable to that, and sot out with our 
exhausted three horees, one having given out at 
Williamsport, for Middlobury, 10 miles distant. On. 
our arrival, ancthor ‘horse dropped, and died in half 
an hour, Slept quite peaceably. Learned in the 
morning that tho driver had been up all night with 
our third horse, which he nursed as tenderly aoa 
hnman being, and saved him. Wo fool safo here. 
The place is too poor to attract pillagera. We may 
atany moment be called to our sick and wounded 
olsewhero,

General McDowell's advance, boing part of & 
brigade ander General Bayard, reached Strasburg 
this morning, and was ordered forward by Goneral 
Fremont to join in the pursuit with the cavalry and 
artillory. Tho enemy, to retard pursnit, endeavored 
to make a stand in three etrong positions with artil- 
lery, but wero driven rapidly and with loss from each. 
Jackson's rear guard passed through Woodstock 
this afternoon, tho bead of his column having reached 
itatennrise, Col. Pilsen, Chiof of Artillery on Gen. 
Fremont’s staff, who selected with great ekill the 
successive positions of tho batteries, is wounded by 
tho fall of bia horse, which was shot under him while 
reconnoitering within thirty yards of the enomy. 
Tho batteries engaged were Schlermer's and Buell’s 
of Gen, Stahl’a Brigade. Tho let New-Jersoy and 
Jat Pennsylvania Cavalry, under Gen, Buyard, and 
tho 6th Obio, and Stewart's Indiana Cavalry, andor 
Col. Lagorey, were in advance, driving tho enemy 
before them, and in support of the batterie, 
Tho rond and woods were strowed with arma, 
stores, end clothing.

Gen, Fremont’s rapid march, combined with Gon, 
McDowell's movement, bas wholly rolieved the 
Shenandoah Valley and Northern Virginia. 
@General Dix bas arrived at Fortress Monroe 
and taken command of the Department, In 
prosecuting the campaign on the Peninsula, it 
having become highly important to add this Depart- 
ment to thet now commanded by Gou. McClellan, 
and that the change might not raise either a question 
of rank or propriety, Gen. Wool was withdrawn 
to Baltimore, and Gon. Dix assigned to the com 
mund of Fort Monroe. 

Goneral Saxton bas arrived in Washington, 
having becn relieved of his command ot 
Harper's Ferry by General Sigel. With 7,000 
raw troops he kept the Rebel army which 
had driven General Banks ont of tho valley ab 
bay, aud with his artillery planted on Bolivar and 
tho Maryland Hights repulsed their attacka soveral 
times, and eaved tho ruilroud bridgo and the depot 
of stores. It ia believed that Jackson had not less 
than 20,000 men thero, while not more than 500 went 
to Martinsburg. 

The Naskoslle Union, of the 30th of May, learns 
that Col. Nowman’s Infantry Rogimont, which 
was raised in the Counlies of Bedford, Mar- 
sball and adjoining counties, Tennessee, left Beaure- 
gard’s army at Corinth en masse some days ago, and 
uro now on their way home. This Regiment was 
composed of twelve montbs men, who refased to be 
forced into the serviea any longer.

WAR NEWS SUMMARY. 


—Tho nows of the overwhelming attack upon Gen. 
Banks reacked Gen, Fromont at his beadqnartera at 
Franklin, Pendleton Coanty, Va., Jale on Saturday 
afternoon. He was called upon to re-enforce Gen, 
Banks, and how promptly ho and his troops re- 
‘sponded is shown in the following, from The Wheel- 
&ng Intelligencer of Wedaosday, the cditor of which 
‘Was preeent, and witnessed the ceeno: 

On Saturday lost, late in the day, Gen. Fremont 
received a dispatch from the Secretary of War to 
fall buck, with Me entire command, to the support of 
Gon. Banks, and at dayligbt on Sunday (he troops 
commeneod breaking camps, by regiments, and by 
12 o'clock in the day that wholé army of over 20,000 
men were on the move. It was u grand sight to see 
them breaking camp. They took up their line of 
march with colora flying and bands playing, ‘The 
day was a most beautiful one, avd the mountain air 
Was just bracing evongh to’ be inepiriting. The 
troops were in excellent mood. Witbin the Inet 24 
hoors they bad succeeded in getting fall rations, 
tomothing which they hud not liad for several days 
Previous. ‘Lhey were eager. for a fight, and the 
Wholo line eang oxultant songs as they filed out into 
the main road. 

‘The march for the first twenty miles was elow and 
hard. The roads were rotted se decp as they could 
be, und the heavy artillery was dragged along with 
great difloalty—many of the pieces requiring aix, 
eight and oven ten horses. ‘The firet day's journey 
Was to the upper crossing of the South Branch of 
tho Potomac—the place Where the Rebols had burnt 
tho bridge, and which wo wero obliged to span with 
@ pontoon. Tho next day's march wus intended to 
bo a distanco of somo %5'miles, to a point between 
Potorabarg: and Moorefield. “We preanme it was

—General C. A. Arthur, whore arduons da- 
ties for the last twelve monthe, in equipping and 
securing transportation for moro than 100,000 
oldiers that haye left oor State for the seat 
of war, and who has been tomporarily absent, visit- 
ing the advance encampment of Gens. McClellan and 
McDowell, looking after the condition and comfort 
of the volunteers from the Empire State, returned 
to thia city on Saturday evening, buying received 
dispatches requesting bis presence on official buei- 
ness, We are gratified in being able to inform the 
drienda of our soldiers that Gen, Arthur reporte & 
Prevailing good health and cheorfalnees throughout 
the army, anda determination on the part of our 
folders to do their whole duty, when their com- 
manders give the order. Gon. Arthur left tho ex- 
treme front at a point four and a half miles from 
Richmond, and from which he could see with the 
zaked eye that coon-to-bo-conqnered city. ‘Thia di- 
rect information will Le cheerfully received by the 
‘Dumerous families and friends left behind to cluster 
@rouud the firesides of homes which the soldiers 
Bayo gono forth tu protest. 

—A dispatch from Cuiro to Chicago enya that 
‘Q refuges from Arkansas reporte Little Rock in tho 
Aanda of the Unioa troops, and the flight of tho 
‘Tegislature. The Governor bad fled from the State, 

‘aod was enpposed to be at Jackson, Mise, This 
{bows ecoms probable, as we bad but a few days 
Bince intelligence that the Union forces were but a 
Short distance north of Little Rock, and that the 
plice was quite undefended. Arkaneas may bo 
<ounted once more as a Union State. Auother report 
Gays: Advices from Arknneus eay that one Rebel gun- 
‘Doat and ceveral steamers aro reported at Little 
Rock. Tho gunboat shelled the Rebel camp, ander 
tho impression that it was occupied by the Union- 
Acta, wounding several and gcattering the whole gar- 
ison, The Union troops bad driven the Rebels fiyo 
niles beyond the Little Red River. Gen. Cartis's 
cavalry have scattered the enemy on bis front and 
funk, killing eighteen or twenty of them. Report 
nays that the mouth of the Arkansas River is block- 
aded by Union veesela, 

—A Cairo speciel to The St. Louis Republican 
baye trouble is breaking ont afresh in Western ‘Ten- 
nessee. A considorable force of Rebels is said to 
‘be at Ironton ready to march on Union City and 
Hickman. Union men from Weakly and Obion 
Counties were Docking to Hickman for protection. 
Four or five hundred Robel cavalry aro stationed 
ear tho mouth of Obion River, awaiting the drains 
Bge of the ewamp in that region to plant a battery 
to prevent the passage of our transports on the Mie 
pissippi. 

—On the 8th ult. the Provost Marehal at Ship 
Telond, with a detacbment of troops, made a visit'to 
Biloxi and destroyed the telegraph communicating 
with Ocean Springs and New-Orleane, He found 
considerable Intent Union feeling, but the persistent 
Jying of the Rebela—who insisted that their army 
had hipped tho Yankees at Corinth, and wae 
Steadily driving them North—provented any open 
demonstration, All the able-bodied men were being 
drafted, care being taken to get any who might be 
auspected of Unionism. 

—Two Union gunboats mado on excureion up the 
Appomattox River oue day last week, almost to 
Petereburg. No manned fortitications were found, 
but Rebel troops were skulking in the treea and 
houses, improving overy chance to shoot at our men.

You, who are aware of the attachment I havo for 
the Emperor, and the truly fraternal esteam ia which |

dream of my life was to combat for tho same couse
